Betrayal of Chiang Kai Shek

Chiang Kai Shek depended upon the 
U.S.A. to assist him in his battle against 
Chinese Communism. He should have known 
better; he should have known that the real 
headquarters of the conspiracy are in New 
York. The real backers of World Commu- 
nism are the great Capitalists.

It is not surprising that Trickie Dickie 
Nixon is going to China as an errand boy for 
the Zionists, who really run Chinese Commu- 
nism. The American Establishment has sup- 
ported Communism in China for fifty years.
